My buddy WF5A Karl bought a MP-1 vertical system that consists of 
a super well built coil that resembles a screw driver antenna coil but 
smaller in diameter and length that is tuned manually, with a coil that 
when added gets the vertical to 80 meters, and a small bottom mount tripod 
and some extender rods that can make the coil be near the center of the 
entire antenna. 


The *xREAL* secret of this antenna is the radial system. It 
consists of 4 each 10 foot sections of 3 wires each from ribbon cable like 
is used in computer cables. 


This afternoon I went to Karl's home with the MFJ analyser and he 
had the unit set for 15 meters. The MFJ said the antenna at resonance has 
a resistive component of 35 ohms. We retuned for 40 meters at 7.290 MHz 
and found the antenna was far more narrow tuning and we had to set the 
coil with care to cover this one frequency with low swr. Again the 
resistive component was 35 ohms. We checked into the 4 PM New Mexico Net 
and were heard 300 miles away quite well running full 5 watts from the 
Yeseu 817 radio. 


Karl's setup has the 4 radials drooping down from the bottom of 
the antenna that is about 4 feet above the ground on a small camera 
tripod. There is 3 feet of mast from the feedpoint to the bottom of the 
coil. The collapsible whip is fully extended above the top of the coil. 


Measured the antenna at 40 meters with and without the 4 radials. 
The frequency of resonance changed a lot without the radials and the 
resistive component became 80 ohms. This proves the radials are the secret 
to proper performance of this, and any other 1/4 wavelength vertical 
antenna. 


The MP-1 with all the accessories will cost about $180.00 from Ham 
Radio Outlet (HRO) or you can get further info from Vern W6MMA at (530) 
622-6668 or see his web page at WWW.superantennas.com for more details. 
The main value to the MP-1 is the coil which is just so well made it has 
to be seen to understand.

Shawn - Those are soem good questions on oscillators!! 


You are right, for most homebrew designs, the mechanical and thermal design 
of a VFO far outweigh the configuration or type of solid state device used. 


A good rule of thumb is to use the lowest voltage that will sustain 
oscillation. This will keep currents low and power dissipation in the 
oscillator low, and hence thermal excursions low. This is good partitioning 
of functions in a multistage design; do the frequency generation in the 
oscillator stage and them amplify it up to the required strength in an 
amplifier stage. If the two stages are isolated electrically and thermally 
from each other, then good stability can result. There are some very low 
temperature coefficient Zeners that are ideal for VFOS, and the 3 terminal 
regulators are also suitable, but again they should be isolated thermally 
from the ocillator stage to prevent thermal drift. 


A good design configuration of a VFO is an oscillator section followed by a 
source/emitter/cathode follower to provide electrical isolation followed by 
a class A amlifier which is thermally isolated from the oscullator. The 
buffer can be operated fromteh highest rail in the rig. The oscillator 
should have its own regualtor iwhich is thermally isolated from the 
oscillator section. 


A 2n2222 ought to work fine. 


A full wave rectifier can be used as a voltage doubler. Frequency stability 
will probably be be better with Dan's recommended heterodyned VFO than with 
doubler/triplers, but there were lots of 80/40 and 40/20 rigs built in the 
past using doublers that worked FB. 


I hope that this helps. Let us know how the ocillator turns out.

The solid granite of Stone Mountain (purported to reach into 5 states) 
turned into a sluice-way. K1 and MP1 packed tightly and neatly and were 
safe from the rain (thank you Wayne Burdick for that new KBT1!), but I was 
drenched. The lightning was SPECTACULAR!

Lots to learn, including knocking about 
20lbs off my pack.

@. Beacons must be powered by a "standard" power source. All of the 
suggestions given are fine. AA bateries will probably be the best balance 
between available power and time for the contest.Beacon format should be 
specified so that everybody has the same duty cycle. 


1.Have two general categories, one for listeners, one for Beacon 
builders/operators. 


2. A point is given for copying each beacon. The same beacon can be copied 
once per half hour. 


3. Listener's score is the number of points. 


4. Builder/Operators get points for listening, and also get a point for 
every time a listener copies their beacon. They also get points based on the 
the time difference between the first reported signal and the last reported 
signal. This encourages builders to copy other beacons and see how they are 
doing. No points for copying your own beacon..

Knots may introduce a bit of inductance, and thus will change the tuning 
of the antenna. If you're working with bare antenna wire, the inductors 
will all be shorted out, so they're not likely to have much effect; if 
you're using insulated wire, the effect will be a bit larger. In any 
case, it's not likely to make enough difference to be noticeable, unless 
you're working with antenna designs where tuning is critical, such as 
multi-element parasitic arrays. 


If you're knotting together separate wires, there might also be a small 
amount of resistance loss at the connection. It will be higher if the 
wire is tarnished, so keep those wires clean. If you make the 
connections well, it's not likely to be a big deal. 


The reason for avoiding angles in lightning protection and ATU design is 
that power handling can be compromised by angles - you get arcs across 
the bend. It's not likely to be an issue in a QRP antenna.

I know someone will have an answer to this here. While operating my new 
FT-817 this weekend I was having a ball on cw and ssb. However, I noticed a 
slow moving "band" of traveling noise..... say for example that I was 
listening to 7.040. The noise (sounds like hash) would gradually rise to 
peak of 10 over from normal, stay there a short time, and then start to 
lessen gradually until all was normal noise floor again. If I moved up freq 
I could again find and follow this "band" of noise as it slowly swept up the 
band. While this noise was most noticable on 40 meters I also noticed it on 
20 and 15. 


Today I did an experiment. I again found the noise on 40 meters moving 
across the band at 10 over at the peak.. I was using my Radio Shack 3amp 
switching supply (hmmmm, very suspect). If I quickly switched to battery 
power the noise went away...... switch quickly back to the switcher and 
there it was again moving across the bands.

This does not surprise me. There are several different modes of operation for 
different types of switchers, but a very common mode is operation at a constant 
frequency, varying the on/off duty cycle so as to regulate the amount of magnetic 
energy being built up in the inductor, which in turn will be transformed to the 
required current at a different voltage. 


In such a case, think of the supply as being a giant "marker generator". 

All the harmonics of this switching frequency ought to be readily apparent in 
your receiver. The fact that it drifts simply means that frequency stability was 
not an issue with that switcher. 


Likewise since the load to the switcher during 

receiver out to be very constant, there should be no apparent modulation, and 
the harmonic should be a single steady tone, just like a cw carrier. The fact 
that it is wide simply means that the frequency source is very low Q, most 
likely an simple R/C oscillator. 


I have seen that some switcher chips allow the exact switching frequency to be set 
by an external source. This is due to other commercial users having the exact 
same 

problem you are having with the switching harmonics. By driving the switcher with 
a known frequency, these harmonics can (hopefully) be shifted to someplace 

where they are not a problem. 


Since many of the newer switchers operate at about 200-300 KHz, (although some are 


as high as 1 MHz), it seems to me that with a 500 KHz+ wide ham band, switcher 
noise 

will likely always show up somewhere in that tuning range. Older switchers 
operate ata 

lower frequency and therefore created more problems.

This problem with RS switcher supply, and others like it, is fairly common. 
Better quality switchers are filtered and may be shielded as well. 

Many of the inexpensive switchers we see hams using were originally intended 
for use in computers where the noise generated doesn't seem to be a problem. 


There are switchers intended for ham use that are quiet by design. 


For your RS switcher, you could experiment with some ferrite toroids. Wrap 
the ac cord through a toroid as many times as possible. You will probably 
need to remove and replace the plug to get the ac cord through the toroid. 
Do the wrap so the toroid is as close to the ps as possible, to minimize the 
length of exposed cord between the ps and the toroid. 


Do the same with your dc + and - leads. Make a bifilar winding of them on 
another 

toroid as close to the output terminals as possible. Leave enough wire 
after 

the toroid so that the ps can be several feet away from your rig. This is 
to 

minimize direct coupling from the ps to the rig. 


What you have do with these steps is minimize the amount of exposed wiring 
that 

can radiate the generated hash. So far you haven't done anything to prevent 
the 

generation. I don't think there is much that can be done about that. It's 
part 


of the basic design of the ps. 


I went through two of the RS switchers and finally got my money back. Just 
couldn't get rid of the hash in my situation. 


Good luck however you proceed.

What you are hearing is exactly what I've heard from many switchers.... 
a slow moving band of hash. You will find it on other harmonics of the 
switcher's frequency and it moves because the VFO in the switcher isn't 
very stable Hi! You'll notice it worse on random wires and close in 
antennas than on doublets or beams located a distance away and connected 
via coax. I tried a few mods on switchers and managed to decrease the 
hash significantly but never totally. 


That being said I have 3 switchers that I haven't heard any hash from 
(yet ;-). They are; a small, light weight, regulated 12V 1.25 amp wall 
wart from Jameco (great for the K1, SST etc. I've used it only on 20 and 
40 meters so it may have hash on other bands), an Elpac 12V 3.5 Amp 
(available from All Electronics as surplus, very cheap and FB for a K2 
but a little on the large side) and an Alinco DM330MV.
